The prior art fails to teach a cylinder holder in combination with a syringe that 
includes, inter alia, a flange insertion groove and a positioning mechanism in the cylinder 
holder, the positioning mechanism engages a concave portion on the flange of the syringe 
when the syringe barrel and syringe piston are coupled and inserted into the flange 
insertion groove of the cylinder holder from a direction parallel to the insertion groove, 
where a rod of the syringe piston is of a length that when the piston is fully pressed a 
flange at the end of the piston is not inserted in the syringe barrel and when the syringe 
barrel is rotated to the use position after insertion, the engagement of the positioning 
mechanism and the concave portion of the flange of the syringe barrel takes place. 

The prior art most similar is to Armbruster (USPN 5,322,5 1 1). However, 
Armbruster does not teach, among other limitations, that the syringe barrel is rotated after 
insertion into the groove and engagement of the positioning mechanism and concave 
portion of the flange takes place.
